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War— How Long Can It Last? 

In military circles, the feeling that Hitler will soon 
tmake his supreme effort to defeat England is almost 
unanimous. Time is working with Britain. Hitler, the 
•officers think, must win this year or certainly lose. 

American correspondents in Germany report a feel- 
: ing of complete and apparently sincere confidence on the 
Dart of Reich officials. England, some of them say, will 
*e finished inside six months. Hitler is spposed to be 
perfecting his plans and organization now. The Germans 
think England can be broken by destroying her shipping, 
Tjy greater air raids, and finally, by invasion when British 
morale has been weakened. 

The British are convinced that, with unstinted Amer- 
ican aid, they can't lose. They say they have some new 
-weapons which will prove highly unpleasant surprises for 
invaders. The Germans still talk about new weapons, too. 
So far, however, despite all such talk, this war hasn t 
produced anything but improvements on old weapons. 

Britain has just adopted tighter food rationing. Ger- 
man diet is reported still on the downgrade. Europe 
-will be a mighty hungry place when the war ends. 

Living Death as Remedy? 

"In war or a huge defense program like ours there 
are two directions which we might travel," writes W. 
Randolph Burgess of the National City Bank of New 



York. "One is to copy the authoritarian methods,. to be- 
come' ourselves a socialist state in the sense that the gov- 
ernment would be given absolute control over the life of 
the people. It is appalling to discover how many people 
are willing to adopt that sort of solution for the present 
problems of the United States." 

That solution means death— death for Liberty, for 
free enterprise, death for everything this country standi 
for. Its advocates are wily and insidious. While they 
urge measures that would destroy our free institutions, 
the say that they are urging them in the name of democ- 
racy. But they would like to out-dictate the dictators. 
What proportion of Americans will swallow that 
philosophy? History tells us that free peoples have al- 
ways outmatched oppressed peoples in every field of 
action. Government may need special powers in critical 
times, but it is not necessary that those special powers 
be designed to destroy democracy in the name of pre- 
serving it. Such powers, when granted, should be defi- 
nitely limited in time.

During recent year.',, the idea has 
grown up In the minds of many farm- 
ers that the protein content shown on 
n feed tag is a sure indication of feed- 
ing value. "We want a feed with a high 
protein content," many say. 

However, points out E. H. Hamel. 
manager of the fattening department 
of Purina Mills, the protein content of 
a feed can be very misleading. Just 
because a feed is high in protein is 
no sure indication that It is high in 
feeding value, he claims. Proteins, as 
such, vary greatly In their ability to 
meet feeding requirements. 

"At the Purina Experimental Farm, 
Gray Summit. Missouri, wc have found 
that a low-protein mixed concentrate 
frequently is more satisfactory for put- 
ting on pounds of pork or beef than one 
high in protein," he reports. "After 
all, that's what we're most interested 
in getting. It doesn't mean a thing to 
us if the analysis of a mixed concen- 
trate shows that it is high in protein. 
In fact some of the most costly ingred- 
ients of the mixed concentrates we dis- 
tribute nationally contain very little 
protein." 

Hamel compares the making of a 
good protein supplement with the man- 
ufacture of a machine. The machinery 
manufacturer, he argues, has to sell 
his product on the basis of what it costs 
and what it will do— not on the pounds 
of iron it contains. In the same way, 
concentrates and feeds must be sold 
on the basis of what they do and what 
it costs to make them rather than on 
their protein content.

Did you ' over hoar of "vinegar 
saints"? They are the Christian folk 
who are "preserved" (as Paul 
prayed in I Thcss. 5:23), but arc 
apparently pickled instead of sweet- 
ened. Every housewife knows that 
things may be preserved with sugar 
or with vinegar. 

God never intended it to be that 
way. All through His Word there ore 
admonitions and encouragements to 
gracious and considerate living. Ev- 
ery Christian is under orders to 
"grow in grace" as well as in the 
Knowledge of our Lord Jesus Christ 
(II Pet; 3:18). This lesson stresses 
two leading Christian graces. 

I. Forgiveness— Not Always Easy, 
but Always Possible (vv. 1-4). 

The Bible is ever realistic in its 
approach to life. God knows that 
Christians must live in just our kind 
of world; in fact, your kind of world, 
and makes provision for it. 

Offenses cannot be avoided. There 
will always be occasions for stum- 
bling. No matter how closely we 
may guard our children, they will 
face temptations. Let us prepare 
them to meet them with the power 
of Christ, and let us be so prepared 
ourselves. 

The fact that offenses must come 
does not excuse the one who creates 
the cause of stumbling. Someone is 
responsible for every such occasion 
for offense, and the woe of God is 
pronounced upon him. 

What shall I do about the one who 
thus tempts me and others? Just 
grieve over it and look- the other 
way? No indeed. "Rebuke him," 
says God's Word. Let us do it! If 
he does not repent, there is no oc- 
casion for forgiveness. To do so 
would only encourage him in his sin. 
If he repents, or even says he 
repents, we are to forgive, not just 
once, but over and over again (v. 
4). That's not easy for any of us, 
but it is possible if we, like the dis- 
ciples (see v. 5), ask God to "in- 
crease our faith," and use it as 
Jesus directs in verse 0. 

II. Gratitude— the Almost Forgot 
ten Christian Grace (vv. 11-19). 

Nine men wonderfully healed of 
the dreadful disease of leprosy, and 
only one said, "Thank you," to Je- 
sus, "and he was a Samaritan," an 
outsider or stranger. One wonders 
whether in our own day of professed 
enlightenment and culture the aver- 
age of those who express their grat- 
itude would even reach one-tenth. 

'/Gratitude is as scarce as friend- 
ship." Many there are who profess 
to be Christians who never offer 
praise to God for the provision of 
their daily food, let alone for all 
other temporal and spiritual bless- 
ings. The kindness of friends is 
taken for granted. The thoughtful- 
ness of others is accepted without 
comment. 

Hove you told your minister that 
you appreciate his sermons and his 
ministry in the community? Does 
your Sunday School teacher know 
that you hove received help and 
blessing in the class? Does the edi- 
tor of this paper know that you en- 
joy and appreciate this column7 If 
you do, why not encourage him by 
calling him on the telephone or writ- 
ing him a note to tell him so? 

Young people.have you ever said 
a real heart-felt "thank you" to your 
father or mother for all they have 
done for you? Perhaps some older 
sister or brother or school teacher 
or neighbor would be greatly heart- 
ened by such a word from you. 

Someone may say, "I am grate- 
ful, but I am not the type that 
talks about it." One wonders wheth- 
er Henry Van Dyke was not right 
when he said, "A dumb love is ac- 
cepted only from the lower ani- 
mals." A dog will show his thank- 
fulness by wagging his tail, but a 
man has a tongue with which to say 
kind and tender words of apprecia- 
tion to both God and man. 

Most important of all, let us bear 
in mind that God awaits our words 
of praise. Christ valued the words 
of gratitude of this man and missed 
them from the nine others. When 
He was in Simon's home (Luke 7: 
44-40), He gently rebuked His host 
for failing to show him the ordinary 
courtesies of the household.

Secret of Making Good 

Cake Is in Folding 

Do you know that the secret of 
making light and even textured angel 
food cake is in the method of folding 
the ingredients into the egg whites? 
The correct form for folding it as fol- 
lows : 

Tip the bowl slightly toward the 
right hand, and with the bottom of 
the wire whip held near and parallel 
to the side of the bowl, gently cut 
down through the egg whites. As the 
bottom of the bowl is approached, j 
gradually shift the position of the egg- 
whip until it is brought along parallel ! 
to the bottom, then as the opposite i 
side of the bowl is approached, again 
shift the position of the egg-whip so . 
that it faces the bottom of the bowl. I 
At the same time, carry it across to | 
the other side of the bowl, holding it ' 
just above the surface of the mixture l 
and moving it gently to avoid snipping 
off the mass of the material clinging to j 
it. This whole process constitutes one : 
complete revolution of the whip and 1 
is the essential movement in folding. 
Each time it is made, the bowl should 
be rotated through on angle of about 
45 degrees, thus bringing a new por- 
tion of the mixture into contact with 
the whip at each of its revolutions.

How to Wash a Sweater 

Without Shrinking It 

Do you know how to wash a child's 
sweater so that it won't shrink? 

Here is the way: 

Measure the length and width of 
the different parts of the garment be- 
fore wetting it. For example, measure 
the length and width of the front, back 
and sleeves of the sweater. Wash in 
lukewarm soap suds, sweeping the gar- 
ment in the water, but never rubbing 
it. If the sweater is extremely soiled, 
it should be wasiied in several waters. 
The rinsing water should contain just 
n trace of soap suds. Squeeze the 
moisture from the garment, but do not 
wring it out. Spread a clean sheet, 
folded several times on a flat surface 
such as a table, and place it where 
there is a good draft, or outdoors if 
the color is not too delicate to stand 
the sunshine. Place on this a rough 
turkish towel, and then spread out the 
sweater with the back next to the 
towel. Bring the fronts together and 
place the sleeves in a nearly out- 
stretched position. Stretch each part 
oi the sweater to the" length and width 
that it wis before washing, and pin in 
place. When the garment is prac- 
tically dry, turn it and dry on the 
other side.

Hooks are the cheapest yet most dur- 
able form of entertainment for both 
children and adults. For children they 
may be either character builders or 
character destroyers depending upon 
the type of book read. The ideal place 
to start reading good books and good 
niaga/ ; i:?i is in the home. .'•si 1 cuts 
should read too, and with their chil- 
dren. However, they as a group have 
lagged far behind libraries and schools 
in the interest shown for good chil- 
dren's reading. 

Modern books for children- have 
reached a high degree of excellency 
during the past decade. There are lit- 
erally hundreds of good children's 
books to be found in book stores and 
libraries. With all this worthwhile 
material at hand it is a crime to allow 
children to waste their time on these 
cheap degrading comic magazines 
which can be purchased for only a few 
cents at ail news stands. 

In selecting books for children there 
are several things to consider: first of 
all the content; if you yourself are not 
familiar with a particular book, go to 
your library, your child's teacher or a 
good book store and find out whether 
the book in question can be found on 
an approved book list for children. 
In content, too, should be considered 
the child's age level and his interests. 



Books for a certain child should not 
all be on the same subject, give him 
variety. Next notice the print, size 
and legibility of type, spacing of words 
and margins, and illustrations, if there 
are any. Third, how it is bound and 
what kind of paper issued, is it durable, 
what about the color and finish. A light 
cream color in a dull finish is ideal. 

Every child should have a few books 
"which lie can call his own. Then for 
those other books which a child reads 
but does not own (we people living in 
Antioch and the surrounding commun- 
ity are indeed fortunate since we do 
have an excellent public library) go up 
and ask the librarians to show you 
some of the children's books to be 
found on the book shelves: You will 
find our librarians capable, courteous 
and eager to help you. Our village 
and rural schools in Antioch and the 
surrounding country, too, have good 
children's libraries. Parents, find out 
[what your child is reading and help 
hint to select books which will help 
him individually.
